The  Health  Fair  offered  wellness 
exhibits,  as  well  as  a  variety  of 
health  screenings.  The  screenings 
included  blood  pressure, 
height/ weight/skin  fold,  glaucoma, 
foot,  flexibility,  and  cholesterol.

26  officially  kicked  off  the  Century 
Walking  Club,  a  fitness  program 
designed  to  recognize  state 
employees  who  walk  100  miles 
during  a  one  year  period.

BUILDING  EVACUATION  REMINDER 

An  important  part  of  our  SIPS  safety  program  is  each  employee's 
responsibility  to  evacuate  the  building  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

Just  a  reminder  that  if  it  is  necessary  for  any  reason  to  evacuate 
the  building,  report  to  your  assigned  area.  Exit  information  is 
mounted  on  the  walls  of  major  thoroughfares,  as  are  instructions  to 
be  followed  in  case  of  a  fire  or  bomb  threat.  Please  locate  these 
instructions,  and  take  a  moment  to  read  them. 

When  the  building  fire  horn  sounds,  EMPLOYEES  SHOULD 
IMMEDIATELY  EVACUATE  THE  BUILDING  and  go  to  the  outside 
assembly  areas  (do  not  speculate  whether  or  not  it  is  a  false  alarm.) 
There  are  designated  individuals  to  check  specific  areas  to  ensure 
that  everyone  has  left  the  premises,  therefore  you  should  not  delay 
evacuation  to  search  for  other  people.  Some  doors  in  the  building 
close  automatically  when  the  fire  alarm  sounds.  If  you  exit  through 
them,  leave  the  door  closed.  Also,  do  not  enter  any  room  if  the 
Halon  fire  suppression  system  warning  light  is  activated.  It  is  located 
above  the  doors  to  the  Computer  Center. 

If  any  employee  receives  a  bomb  threat  or  any  call  threatening  an 
act  of  sabotage  that  could  endanger  the  safety  of  others,  call  the 
Capital  Police  at  733-4646  immediately  after  the  caller  hangs  up. 
Then  contact  the  Business  Services  Section  at  extension  261  or  262. 

The  exact  procedures  for  handling  a  fire  evacuation  or  bomb 
threat  are  listed  in  the  Personal  Security  and  Crime  Prevention 
Handbook  for  State  Employees.  There  are  also  instructions  in  the 
SIPS  Employee  Information  Handbook.  Please  read  them  carefully.
